A young boy, shortly after 
he turned twelve, began to 
acknowledge a sexual at- 
traction on his part to- 
wards members of hisS' own 
gender. Pictures of naked 
women that he came across, 
on the other hand, did ab- 
solutely nothing for him. 
The kid wasn't stupid; he 
put two and two together 
and realized that he was 
gay. Industrious fellow 
that he was, he decided to 
read up on being gay -- 
what it meant; what was in 
store for his future, that 
sort of thing. While poring 
through one of his’ books, 
he came across one line 
Aen tetie greatly moved him: 
"Gay and Proud of it." He 
studied that line, and dis- 


covered that he liked it; 
it made him feel good, and 
it gave a huge boost to his 
ego. This’ phrase made a 
large impact on his life at 
that point, and whenever he 
could get away with it he 
scribbled it on any surface 
he could get his’ hands on; 
any surface, that is, where 
someone else might read it, 
yet not know who wrote it. 
The boy grew into adult- 
hood comfortable with his 
sexual orientation. He knew 
he was special, and he felt 
superior. TO what, he 
wasn't too sure, but he 
felt superior nonetheless. 


Fortunately, the boy was 
a fairly introspective lad. 
As he grew older, he began 
to think, "Now what the 
hell is there to be proud 
about?" 

This is when I_ started 
to consider what a poten- 
tially dangerous concept 
"Gay Pride" could be.

HOMOPHOBIA IN THE 
GAY / LESBIAN COMMUNITY

Homophobia in who's com- 
munity??...isn't that homo- 
phobia stuff the reason be- 
hind gay-bashing and the 
general hatred of us- and 
our lifestyle? Well yeah 
that “s¥s oner part PF obrit? — but 
there is more and I've come 
to find its much closer to 
home. 

AS a lesbian I have 
struggled long and hard to 
reach some point of con- 
tentment, peace and love 
about who and what I am. 
You know what I mean... 
that never ending search 
for the elusive happy ever 
after. I used to think if I 
had. the 'right"- job, made 
lous” "OL money, had the 
'right '= relatdvonship, andi 
my family could finally get 
their shit together and ac- 
cept me for who I am... all 
would be well. But ‘'well' 
it wasn't and slowly I be- 
gan to wonder if there was 
a little more to this hap- 
piness thing. 

Maybe there was 
thing about what I was do- 
ing/thinking/ feeling that 
contributed to my ongoing 


some- 


(deep down) feeling that I 
didn't quite measure up. 
Maybe the 'world' (my fami- 
ly, my boss, my neighbors) 
weren't accepting my sex- 
uality because if the truth 
were Known I really didn't 
either. 

I mean, how did I think 
I could be immune to the 
barrage of negative mes- 
sages, from everywhere, 
about my lifestyle - which 
really means me and who I 
choose to love. 

If I really got honest 
about ale, I had many 
thoughts and feelings which 
reinforced that negative 
stereotype. How could I ex- 
pecUesto =r malntaine as “Longe 


term relationship when in 
SO many subtle ways I put 
it down.. like all those 
times I pulled my hand away 
from hers, scared that 
"someone ' might see and 
think.. what? we're 
sick... we're abnormal... 
we're homosexuals? So what 


did thatesay’ ato my tover?2... 
I'm ashamed of our love?.. 
What we share iS great as 
long aS no one Knows about 
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it... and worse yet, what 
was I saying to myself? 

There CS eo question 
that homophobia is alive 
and well outside our commu- 
nity. There is also little 
slelthege: — segrshe we need to 
struggle against that and 
attempt to change the nega- 
tive view the '‘'world' seems 
torpholdg Fabout oun ty laste= 
style. But maybe part of 
that struggle must #fanse® 
begin at home. I have this 
fantasy that hundreds’ and 
thousands of gay men _ and 
lesbians worked hard to un- 
cover and confront their 
own homophobia - the result 
being healthy, confident 
and happy people, who could 
gO «orthyintow these worlds 
and share a strong self- 
image: That’ fantasy is (not 
beyond our reach... I have 
found that as I become more 
honest about my homophobia, 
sharing it with those close 
to me, I am strengthened. I 
can cryfiabout. sit; ebesangry, 
and laugh about it, leaving 
iLteabehinds and#inot.wbunied 
deep inside me to fester 
like poison. I also find 
that I°no longer approach 
coming-out with aggressive 
bravado and/or well re- 
hearsed rationalizations 
about why I can't' share my 
life with yet another per- 
son. 
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So, having read this far 
are you still wondering how 
homophobia iS part of you? 
I think what's important is 
that you do wonder about it 
- that's the first step. 
Then you can start to be 
real honest about all those 
thoughts and feelings you 
may have believed us lesbi- 
ans and gay men aren't sup- 
posed to have. Maybe you 
think it means you're not 
really gay and one day 
yous llesnaps Out ofeat. 

I don't believe that day 
will come. We deserve to 
live our lives with respect 
and dignity. We deserve to 
be happy with who we are. 

We are not immune to the 
messages the ‘'world' sends 
us, but we are strong, in- 
telligent and creative peo- 
ple. I believe that being 
open about our homophobia 
and sharing together co 


find ways of managing it 
will only strengthen us, 
individually and as a_con-

The Calgary Lesbian and Gay Political Action Guild was formed in early 1989 to speak 
and act on behalf of the political concerns facing Calgary’s gay and lesbian community. 
Consisting of a 15 member Steering Commitee and supportive members throughout the 
community, the Guild’s primary focus is the ongoing discrimination against lesbians, gay 
men and bisexuals who exist in our society without equal human rights. 

Our lobby efforts have been centered largely on the provincial government. We now 
turn our attention to the federal government since they intend to propose numerous 
changes to the Human Rights Act. Further on in this insert we suggest ways that each 
individual can help to eliminate the fact that homosexuals do not have equal and 
inalienable rights as afforded the rest of society. 

As a political action group, our efforts also include educating both our own community 
and the heterosexual community about the discrimination we face daily in our society. We 
will act on any person’s behalf, respecting any wish for confidentiality, to fight incidents 
of discrimination based on sexual orientation. Politicians do not feel that discrimination 
against gays and lesbians is an issue--or even occurs. We need all persons in the community 
to call us about cases of discrimination so that we can begin a case history file. Anonymity 
is guaranteed. Please complete the attached survey, or reach us by telephone, your voice 
needs to be heard.

The government of Alberta, has again, refused to acknowledge the 
need for equal human rights for all of its citizens. The Calgary Lesbian 
and Gay Political Action Guild is commited to continuing the fight 
against this injustice. We cannot function without support. Do you 
believe that your rights should be the same as everyone else in society?

The Guild requires members both as a source of revenue and as a 
means of showing how many Albertans support this issue.

The Guild is seeking assistance in the form of professionals in the 
community who could help with their special area of expertise. Are 
you a lawyer who could advise us? Do you have office space where the 
Guild could meet? Do you own a business where we could distribute 
pamphlets about human rights? Do you belong to other community 
groups where we could distribute material to its members, hold a 
seminar on the rights issue, etc.? We can’t do it alone, we need your 
help.
